EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL  MEETING 
THURSDAY,  AUGUST  16,  199  0 
PLASTICS  PARK  -  SPRINGFIELD

The  Council  Prayer  was  read  by  V.P.  LeBlanc. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Minutes  of  the  June  28,  1990  Executive  Council 
Meeting.   So  voted. 

At  this  time  President  Osborn  informed  the  Council  that  the 
Executive  Officers  had  received  a  resignation  letter  from  V.P. 
Butler.  President  Osborn  read  the  letter  with  the  recommendation 
that  Pat  Mele,  Jr.  fill  VP  Butler's  seat  on  the  Council.  He 
further  stated  that  Joseph  Kelleher,  B.M. ,  IBEW  Local  1505  would 
be  sworn  in  to  replace  V.P.  Leahy  and  that  Natalie  Baker  from 
AFSCME  Council  93  would  be  replacing  V.P.  Chigas. 

MMS  to  accept  the  above  recommendations,  so  voted. 

President  Osborn  administered  the  oath  of  office  to  Brother 
Kelleher,  Brother  Mele  and  Sister  Baker. 

The  President  advised  the  Council  members  that  historically  in 
the  month  of  August  the  Executive  Council  meeting  is  scheduled  in 
the  Western  part  of  the  state  and  thanked  AFL-CIO  Representative 
Dick  Whitney  and  the  Pioneer  Valley  CLC  for  their  assistance  in 
setting  up  this  meeting  at  Plastics  Park  in  Springfield.  He 
further  noted  that  generally  in  the  month  of  August  a  COPE 
committee  meeting  is  scheduled  as  a  clean  up  on  outstanding  or 
possible  additional  endorsements  and  that  the  COPE  committee 
would  be  joining  in  at  the  Clambake  following  the  meeting  along 
with  other  invited  guests  including  the  United  Way  Labor  Liaisons. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT: 


President  Osborn  reported  that  he  had  a  very  busy  schedule  since 
the  last  Executive  Council  meeting  and  would  not  report  on  every 
meeting,  conference,  speaking  engagement  that  he  had,  but  would 
only  highlight  some  of  his  activities. 


The  President  reported  on  a  District  1199  SEIU  nursing  home 
strike  in  Chicopee  and  his  attendance,  along  with  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer  and  Executive  Officers  at  that  organization's  picket 
line  earlier  that  morning.  He  announced  the  additions  to  the 
picket  line  had  generated  much  local  press  coverage  and  gave  a 
boost  to  the  strikers.  He  further  reported  that  SEIU,  District 
1199  had  28  members  on  strike  against  Birch  Manor  Nursing  Home 
and  noted  it  was  a  case  of  union-busting  at  its  worst  in  that 
those  employees  were  not  entitled  to  health  insurance  benefits 
unless  they  worked  over  thirty  (3  0)  hours  per  week  and  that  the 
present  employees  were  working  only  29  hours  per  week,  excluding 
them  from  this  coverage;  he  noted  strikebreakers  and  scabs  were 
now  on  the  inside  as  employees  and  that  the  Nursing  Home  was 
providing  Health  benefits  to  the  scabs.  He  noted  the  strikers 
had  agreed  to  return  to  work  but  that  management  informed  them 
that  they  would  only  take  them  back  when  vacancies  opened  up  only 
when  the  scabs  left  their  employment.  He  noted  the  scabs  were 
receiving  the  benefits  that  the  members  had  were  denied  that 
forced  them  out  on  strike.  The  President  also  noted  that  members 
of  the  Teamsters  Union,  UFCW,  IBEW  had  also  shown  up  in  support 
of  the  1199  members.  President  Osborn  urged  support  for  this 
strike  by  the  members  of  the  Executive  Council  and  informed  them 
that  he  would  be  raising  the  issue  that  government  assistance  is 
used  to  keep  this  facility  open,  (medicaid,  medicare,  etc.)  and 
that  this  facility  was  using  public  funds  in  order  to  break  this 
union. 

President  Osborn  reported  speaking  at  the  International 
Convention  of  the  American  Federation  of  Teachers  and  of  bringing 
the  welcoming  address  and  greetings  from  the  Massachusetts  AFL- 
CIO.  He  noted  VP  Devlin,  who  was  chair  of  the  Convention,  had 
done  a  great  job  in  coordinating  the  convention  for  the  AFT  and 
was  as  eloquent  as  usual. 

On  the  Invest  in  Massachusetts  Future  Fund/TEAM/  Vote  No  on 
Question  #3  Campaign,  President  Osborn  reported  that  it  was  up 
and  running  and  the  the  CLT  and  the  High  Technology  Council  would 
be  putting  money  into  the  Vote  Yes  effort  along  with  Barbara 
Anderson.  He  noted  that  the  adversaries  in  this  campaign  are  the 
same  ones  as  was  in  the  Vote  No  on  2  campaign  along  with  the  same 
corporate  groups  being  involved.  He  noted  the  campaign  was  in 
the  process  of  trying  to  obtain  the  names  of  the  corporate 
backers  to  this  campaign.  He  noted  our  campaign  had  been 
successful  in  getting  the  signatures  on  our  petition  but  now  the 
decision  was  made  to  drop  our  petition  and  to  fight  the  Question 
3  referenda  totally;  he  further  advised  the  chaos  would  be 
indescribable  if  this  question  prevailed.  He  further  reported 
that  he  was  attempting  to  solicit  business  groups  to  join  with  us 
in  this  campaign  along  with  community,  labor,  religious  groups, 
etc.  He  suggested  any  outreach  by  the  Vice  Presidents  to  any 
religious  groups  in  getting  their  support  would  be  welcomed.  He 
further  reported  on  the  meetings  that  have  been  held  around  the 
state  to  inform  anti-question  #3  activists  and  noted  Holyoke  had 
turned  out  100,  Pittsfield,  approximately  100;  further  meetings 
were  scheduled  for  Worcester,  Lawrence  and  New  Bedford.   He  urged 


the  participation  of  the  Vice  Presidents.  President  Osborn 
reported  monies  were  being  pledged  to  support  these  efforts  and 
most  of  it  was  coming  from  the  Public  Employee  sector  unions  and 
informed  the  Vice  Presidents  that  this  referenda  would  also  have 
an  effect  on  the  Building  Trades  unions  and  that  they  were  also 
becoming  involved  in  this  campaign;  he  further  stated  commitments 
from  the  Industrial  Unions  would  be  forthcoming.  The  President 
advised  that  many  community  groups,  human  services  groups  and 
United  Way  were  attending  the  regional  meetings  and  joining  in 
with  our  efforts.  He  spoke  on  the  anger  that  is  out  there 
regarding  the  subject  of  taxes;  that  a  meeting  with  Cardinal  Law 
was  planned  regarding  this  campaign  and  that  in  a  recent  Globe 
Poll,  it  was  dead  even  50-50.  He  further  noted  the  thrust  of 
this  campaign  has  to  be  focused  on  the  economy  and  noted  Labor 
has  the  people,  but  we  were  also  the  underdog. 

The  President  recommended  endorsing  the  United  Way,  COMEC 
Campaign. 

MMS  to  endorse  the  COMEC,  United  Way  campaign.   So  voted. 

President  Osborn  reported  that  this  not  only  included  layoffs  for 
public  sector  employees  but  would  also  affect  collective 
bargaining,  givebacks  and  privatization  and  that  the  roll  back  of 
the  gasoline  tax  would  affect  the  building  trades  directly.  He 
further  commented  that  Jim  Braude,  the  Exec.  Director  of  TEAM  was 
a  dedicated  person  and  has  been  working  himself  into  a  frenzy  on 
this  campaign. 

He  urged  the  support  of  the  Vice  Presidents  and  noted  everyone 
would  loose  if  this  initiative  passed  and  that  the  public 
employee,  building  trades  and  industrial  unions  sector  would  all 
loose  their  quality  of  life. 

President  Osborn  advised  attending  a  UAW  Political  Conference 
with  VP  McDevitt  and  noted  the  Council  would  be  working  on 
programs  with  the  UAW  that  fit  into  the  Council's  agenda.  He 
further  reported  attending  a  retirement  party  in  honor  of 
retiring  VP  Don  Leahy;  meeting  with  12  So.  American  Labor  leaders 
who  had  risked  their  lives  to  organize  unions;  meeting  with  Mike 
Noonan,  Regional  COPE  Director  who  has  replace  Madeline  Matchko 
and  meetings  of  the  Pioneer  Valley  CLC  and  No.  Worcester  CLC 
regarding  assisting  Congressman  Neal  in  his  re-election  bid. 

He  further  noted  that  at  the  urging  of  the  National  AFL-CIO  to 
attend  AFL-CIO  meetings,  Legislative  Director  Foley  and 
Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  attending  a  meeting  in  Tennessee  and 
noted  he  was  unavailable  to  attend  due  to  a  schedule  conflict. 
The  President  reported  attending  meeting  of  the  Supreme  Court 
Justices  Commission,  of  which  is  is  a  member;  meetings  of  the 
Workers  Compensation  Advisory  Council  which  he  has  been  named  the 
Chair  along  with  VP  Farmer,  VP  Ferris  and  VP  Mahar  who  also 
serves  on  the  Advisory  Council.  He  noted  that  Labor  sits  on  this 
Council  as  an  equal  to  management  overseeing  the  workers 
compensation  system  and  being  involved  in  legislation  affecting 


workers;  he  requested  that  any  VP  who  would  like  to  become 
involved  on  the  Advisory  Council  to  contact  him.  The  President 
further  reported  attending,  along  with  Secretary-Treasurer 
Haynes,  a  welcoming  reception  in  honor  of  Pat  Greenfield,  newly 
appointed  Director  of  Labor  Studies  at  U-Mass.  -  Amherst  who  had 
replaced  Harvey  Friedman  due  to  his  retirement. 

On  the  political  scene,  President  Osborn,  spoke  on  behalf  of  the 
Vice  President's  becoming  involved  in  the  election  off  Steve 
Tolman  and  Steve  Sullivan  in  their  bid  for  election  as  a  State 
Representative.  He  noted  that  each  was  an  active  trade  unionist, 
both  participates  at  the  CLC  levels,  picket  lines,  union 
campaigns  and  that  Labor  asked  them  to  run  for  state 
representative  and  that  each  needed  assistance  in  their  efforts 
and  that  each  were  involved  in  a  tough  battle  and  have  earned  the 
support  of  the  Council  and  should  get  it  and  if  they  were  elected 
they  would  be  helpful  to  Organized  Labor.  He  further  stated 
Labor  should  get  behind  them  and  help. 

President  Osborn  also  noted  he  has  had  several  meetings  with 
company  CEO's  regarding  the  #3  campaign  trying  to  get  them 
involved  with  our  efforts. 

The  President  reported  that  through  the  Secretary  of  State's 
Office,  money  had  been  allocated,  then  monies  trimmed  from  the 
original  allocation  to  put  together  a  Labor  History  Exhibit.  He 
noted  that  Sec.  of  State  Connolly  had  been  gracious  is  assisting 
that  Labor  gets  their  say  in  this  Exhibit  and  noted  this  Exhibit 
would  be  displayed  at  the  State  Archives  for  six  months  and  then 
travel  throughout  the  state.  He  noted  the  exhibit  had  been 
finalized  and  would  be  dedicated  on  Labor  Day  after  the  Greater 
Boston  Central  Labor  Council  Labor  Day  Breakast.  He  noted  the 
ceremony  would  take  place  at  Columbia  Point  and  urged  the  Vice 
Presidents  to  attend. 

At  this  time,  Executive  Vice  President  Farmer  urged  attendance 
and  participation  of  the  Vice  Presidents  at  the  Gr.  Boston  CLC 
Labor  Day  Breakfast  and  noted  that  would  be  heavy  press  coverage 
as  in  past  years,  as  it  was  Labor's  Day,  and  that  a  good  showing 
would  be  beneficial  to  all.  He  noted  the  politicans  would  surely 
be  attending.  He  also  re-iterated  the  events  proceeding  the 
Breakfast  at  the  Archives  Museum  and  urged  attendance.  It  was 
also  noted  that  the  AFSCME  members  at  Harvard,  the  Pippetts  would 
be  providing  entertainment. 

President  Osborn  continued  his  report  by  stating  he  had  meet  with 
Felix  Arroyo  in  his  efforts  on  putting  together  a  Latino 
Democratic  Committee  that  would  be  honoring  Delores  Delgardo  a 
Farm  worker  active  in  the  trade  union  movement  and  noted  he  would 
be  supporting  that  effort;  on  meeting  with  the  pollster  company 
Martilla  and  Kiley  regarding  the  #3  campaign;  attending  a 
fundraiser,  as  a  personal  gesture,  not  on  behalf  of  the  Council, 
for  VP  Mullane  who  was  running  for  re-election  in  his 
Organization;  attending  a  fundraiser  for  Tom  Birmingham  and 
meeting  with  representatives  from  CLUW  regarding  an  upcoming  CLUW 


statewide  conference.  He  noted  the  original  CLUW  proposed  agenda 
for  this  conference  needed  certain  adjustments  and  once  the 
adjustments  were  made  the  Council  would  support  this  endeavor  and 
send  out  a  mailing. 

On  the  Springfield  Police  picketing  situation  at  the  Democratic 
State  Convention;  the  President  advised  he  was  reguested  by  the 
Police  Union  to  have  the  Council  intervene  as  an  amicus  curiae  in 
their  court  case  with  the  Democratic  State  Committee;  he  noted 
that  per  the  recommendation  of  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  General  Counsel 
he  would  like  to  refer  this  matter  to  the  Executive  Officers  for 
study.  He  further  reported  on  attending  the  dedication  of 
Seabrook,  of  meetings  to  reform  and  reorganize  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO 
retiree  organization  and  urged  the  VP's  if  their  organizations 
had  retiree  clubs  to  notify  the  council  to  exchange  ideas  and 
information.  He  further  noted  the  Environmental  Committee  would 
present  a  panel  discussion  at  the  Council  Convention  and  urged 
participation  and  involvement  by  the  council  members  in  each  of 
the  Council's  committees. 

MMS  to  refer  the  Springfield  Police  situation  to  the  Executive 
Officers  for  study.   So  voted. 

The  President  informed  the  Council  of  a  meeting  held  with  Boston 
City  Councillor  Charles  Yancey  relative  to  a  non-smoking  project 
ordinance  he  would  be  re-filing  at  the  Boston  City  Council  and 
indicated  that  he  had  informed  Councillor  Yancey  that  such  an 
issue  should  not  be  handled  by  the  Council  but  by  Local  Unions 
whose  jurisdictions  would  be  effected  and  indicated  to  him  that 
the  Council  should  not  become  involved.  President  Osborn 
suggested  this  matter  be  left  up  to  the  Exec.  Officers. 

He  also  reported  on  meeting  with  Attorney  General  candidate  John 
Sawyer,  who  he  noted,  had  nothing  in  common  with  Organized  Labor 
but  wanted  at  least  to  touch  base  with  him. 

President  Osborn  reported  that  the  first  Northeast  Summer  School 
was  hosted  by  the  Council  at  the  Mass.  Maritime  Academy  and  noted 
that  there  was  a  low  attendance  but  for  those  that  participated, 
the  Agenda  was  great.  He  noted  the  Northeast  Council  was 
comprised  of  the  10  N.E.  States  and  was  held  on  the  MMA  Training 
vessel . 

The  President  also  reported  that  at  the  reguest  of  Boston 
Building  Trades  Council  General  Agent,  Joseph  Nigro,  he  appeared 
and  testified  at  a  hearing  regarding  the  use  of  Spectacle  Island 
as  a  place  to  deposit  ground  unearthed  due  to  the  third  harbor 
tunnel,  central  artery  project  and  noted  the  issue  was  being 
strangled  by  bureaucracies  such  as  the  EPA  and  the  Army  Corps  of 
Engineers.  He  noted  Brother  Nigro  was  articulate  and  well 
prepared  in  the  presentation  he  made  at  these  hearings  and  had 
done  a  great  job.  He  stated  jobs  that  would  be  used  as  revenue 
producers  were  needed  in  these  projects. 

President  Osborn  reported  ongoing  meetings  with  Secretary  of 


Administration  and  Finance  Ed  Lashman  and  suggested  he  be  invited 
to  the  Council's  unity  dinner  during  the  convention  and  be 
presented  with  a  piece  of  crystal  for  his  past  support  and 
courtesies.  The  President  also  noted  receiving  a  plaque  from  U- 
Mass.  AFSCME,  Local  1776  at  their  annual  outing  in  So.  Hadley, 
Mass.  and  that  he  had  accepted  this  memento  on  behalf  of  the 
Council.  He  further  advised  attending  a  fundraiser  for  Suffolk 
County  Sheriff  Rufo  and  attending  the  signing  ceremony  for  the 
Lead  Paint  Registry  bill. 

At  this  time,  Executive  Vice  President  Faherty  informed  the 
Council  of  being  involved  in  obtaining  a  $300,000  grant  monies  on 
health  care  for  re-training. 

President  Osborn  complimented  Exec.  V.P.  Faherty,  the  Executive 
Officers  and  V.P.  Mills  for  their  actions  on  behalf  of  seeking 
this  grant. 

President  Osborn  reported  that  the  cost  of  workers  compensation 
health  care  costs  are  becoming  so  expensive  and  costs  going  up 
that  everyone  is  now  saying  benefits  are  being  targeted  to  be 
cut.  He  noted  that  when  the  Conciliators  were  being  established 
the  Judges  were  against  it  and  that  18  out  of  2  0  were  trade 
unionists  and  that  they  have  established  a  50%  case  settlement 
rate  still  they  are  under  attack  and  that  the  pending  question 
will  be  should  they  get  rid  of  the  conciliators  or  give  them  more 
power  and  that  the  judges  were  fearful  of  their  getting  more 
powers.  He  then  read  a  letter  from  the  Conciliators  which  asked 
for  the  Council's  support  and  that  he,  as  President,  and  Chair  of 
the  Advisory  Council  felt  they  had  done  a  lot  of  work  and 
suggested  to  "don't  interfere"  with  something  that  works  and  that 
they  were  our  people. 


MM  to  accept  the  Report  of  the  President.   Seconded. 

At  this  time,  V.P.  Devlin  thanked  him  on  behalf  of  the  MFT  for 
speaking  at  the  AFT  Convention  and  thanked  him  personally  for 
attending  and  for  his  service  to  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO. 

At  this  time,  Exec.  V.P.  Farmer  informed  the  Vice  Presidents  that 
tickets  to  the  Labor  Day  Breakfast  have  been  sent  out  and  that 
tickets  were  still  available  by  contact  the  CLC  and  reported  that 
Mass.  Building  Trades  Council  President,  Leo  Purcell,  has 
assigned  VP  Dart  as  a  designated  priority  to  the  #3  campaign  as  a 
building  trades  coordinator  and  that  the  Building  Trades  unions 
will  go  out  as  hard  against  #3  as  they  did  in  the  #2  campaign. 

At  this  time,  V.P.  Felder  made  a  motion  to  have  the  Massachusetts 
AFL-CIO  fully  support  the  District  1199  SEIU  Nursing  Home  strike 
in  Chicopee. 

MMS  to  accept  the  above  recommendation.  So  voted. 

V.P.  Collins  informed  the  Vice  Presidents  that  the  City  of 


-Chicopee  has  an  anti-scab  ordinance  on  their  books  for  twenty 
years  and  that  1199  went  to  the  City  to  enforce  this  rule  and 
that  the  City  Solicitor  took  a  walk  on  it  and  suggested  that  the 
Mass.  AFL-CIO  should  assist  in  enforcing  this  ordinance  in  that 
it  dovetails  with  the  National  AFL-CIO  anti-scab  legislation. 

President  Osborn  advised  that  he  has  communicated  with  the  City 
of  Chicopee  and  has  received  no  response  and  that  a  new  strategy 
will  have  to  be  developed  on  this  matter. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Report  of  the  President.  So  voted. 

At  this  time,  VP  Joyce  informed  the  Council  Vice  Presidents  on 
the  suggested  Councillor  Yancey  ordinance  in  the  City  of  Boston 
regarding  non-smoking.  He  reported  that  he  on  behalf  of  the  Gr. 
Boston  CLC  has  had  meetings  with  Councillor  Hennigan-Casey's 
committee  and  felt  it  would  be  imprudent  for  the  Council  to  take 
action  on  this  pending  ordinance  in  that  such  legislation  as  the 
clean  air  bill  was  pending  in  the  legislature;  he  also  reported 
he  has  had  meetings  with  Unions  in  Boston  who  have  jurisdiction 
to  discuss  this  matter.  VP  Joyce  went  on  to  discuss  other 
pollutants  beyond  the  smoking  one  in  the  workplace;  he  also 
reported  that  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  through  a  prior  motion 
stands  in  support  of  the  clean  air  bill  and  did  not  want  to  see 
this  legislation  masked  with  a  non-smoking  ordinance  and  noted 
there  was  already  a  state  law  covering  no-smoking  in  the 
workplace  and  he  felt  there  is  no  need  for  such  an  ordinance.  He 
further  requested  the  Council  to  continue  in  its  support  of  a 
clean  air  bill  before  the  Legislature. 

President  Osborn  advised  that  he  would  instruct  Councillor  Yancey 
that  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  Council  would  continue  in  support 
of  the  Clean  air  bill  and  would  urge  local  unions  to  negotiate 
such  policies  locally. 

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY-TREASURER: 


Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  presented  the  regular  monthly 
financial  report  of  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO. 

He  reported  that  per  capita  was  down  due  to  Local  26,  HERE 
payments;  many  small  manufacturing  local  unions  losing 
membership,  local  unions  cutting  back  due  to  layoffs  in  their 
memberships  and  that  he  as  Secretary-Treasurer  was  working  on 
affiliations  and  trying  to  bring  members  into  the  Council. 

V.P.  Devlin  inquired  as  to  the  payment  of  COPE  Consultants  and 
the  Secretary-Treasurer  responded  this  payment  was  made  to  Craig 
Stepno  for  work  at  the  Democratic  State  Convention.

Treasurer  advised  that  applications  for  the  Council's  scholarship 
to  this  Program  would  be  mailed  out  next  week. 

He  noted  that  many  of  the  activities  he  was  involved  in  were  also 
reported  by  the  President  in  the  President's  report.

REPORT  OF  THE  LEGISLATIVE  DIRECTOR: 

Legislative  Director  Foley  announced  the  legislature  finished  the 
session  2  1/2  weeks  ago.  He  reported  that  legislation  provided 
that  employers  provide  a  listing  of  deductions  from  payroll 
checks  that  will  become  effective  in  1992  and  noted  that  VP 
Phinney  and  the  Building  Trades  Unions  had  promoted  this  bill. 

On  the  increase  in  Child  Labor  Law  violations  and  fines,  Director 
Foley  advised  this  bill  was  out  of  the  Senate  and  now  in  the 
House  and  that  the  increase  in  Minimum  Wage  is  in  the  Senate. 

The  Director  reported  that  discussions  on  workers  compensation 
legislation  have  taken  place  throughout  the  summer  and  time  ran 
out  and  that  he  felt  it  was  his  feeling  that  this  matter  will 
have  to  be  faced  again  in  upcoming  legislative  session.  He  also 
announced  that  during  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  Convention  there  would  be 
a  very  interesting  panel  on  workers  compensation  and  that  Ed 
Welch  from  Michigan,  Jim  Ellenberger  from  the  National  AFL-CIO 
and  John  Lewis,  a  workers  compensation  consultant  that  we 
utilized  on  the  workers  compensation  reform  would  be 
participating.  He  noted  everyone  should  attend  this  session  and 
that  the  information  being  used  for  the  panel  is  from  a  Nation- 
wide program  that  has  been  developed. 

The  Legislative  Director  advised  that  the  Legislature  should  be 
back  around  September  26  and  that  it  was  his  feeling  that  they 
would  remain  in  session  for  two  week  and  then  come  back  after  the 
general  election  and  stay  till  the  end  of  the  year.

President  Osborn  reported 
that  there  would  be  no  union  solidarity  in  any  stand  other  than 
the  one  the  National  AFL-CIO  has  taken. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  announced  the  next  Council  meeting 
would  be  held  at  the  Boston  Park  Plaza  in  Boston,  on  Wednesday, 
September  5  at  2:00  P.M.
